BRITISH OFFICIALS 
ARE NOT IN FAVOR 


Americans Believe This 
Gove nt’s Attitude 
Is Inexcusably Misrep- 
resented in London.

Washington, July 21.—Regret and 
sympathy mark the dominant attitude 
here toward France in her difficulties. 
This feeling almost entirely over- 
shadows ahy resentment growing out 


of the attacks on the American debt 
funding policy and the personal in- 
dignities’' suffered by Americans in 
France during the last 24 hours.. 
There is considerably more feeling 
against British officials than against 
the French. American officials be- 
lieve this government’s attitude is be- 
ing seriously misrepresented in London 
and without excuse. In the ease of 
France, it is realized here that her 
extremé financial difficulties and the 
uncertainties which so closely affect 
the lives of the people. have caused a 
nervous state which excuses some of 
the itterness toward this country.

The situation ts so delicate. that 
executive officials declined to discuss 
it publicly.

The victims of the blast, which oc- 
curred early today, were: Isaiah 
War 45, foreman; J. E. Jones, 26, 
assistant foreman; H. F. Field, 32, 
all white, and six negroes, John Smith, 
Cleve Calhoun, Will Johnson, Will 
Sanders, James Carter and James 
Hitt. 

According to reports reaching here 
early tonigh’?, the blast was confined 
tv one pocket of the mine and. only 
those men in the immediate vicinity 
were endangered. The victims were 
members of an overi.-ne shift.

Lefore the blast occurred, and aided 
in the work of removing bodies and 
clearing the mine of debris. Venti- 
restored in the pocket 
where the biast occurred within a few 
hours after the explosion, facilitating 
removal of bodies.

After 
enunciating the government’s policy.

EIGHTY PERSONS DIE 
AS RESULT OF HEAT. 

New York, July 21.—The most de- 
vastating heat wave of 1926 envelops 
the east and the middle-west and 
threatens to take nearly a_ hundred 
dives before it is dispelled with cooler 
weather Thursday. Fifty persons al- 
ready are reported dead in_ the 
scorched middle-west and about 30 in 
states east of Indiana, as direct or 
indirect results of temperatures which 
in many localities are setting records. 

Like a hot wet blanket. the sizzling 
heat and humidity extends to the far 
northern extremity of the New Eng- 


land coast. 
A wholesale exodus of scorched 
apartment and tenement dwellers, 
tops and _ side- 
walks, is in progress in eastern cities. 
The humidity along the Atlantic 
coast was running over 70 Wednes- 
day night. The thermometer in New 
York had reached 96. New York's 
death total from’ the present wave is 


Century’s Hottest Weather. 


The inland cities of New York re- 
ported temperatures as high as those 
on the coast. Sections of DPennsyl- 
vania experienced the hottest weather 
recorded in this century. Five deaths 
attributed to heat were reported in 
the Pittsburgh district during the past 
24 hours. 

Reports from various cities of New 
England, say the torrid temperatures 
have taken a toll of 17 lives since the 
first of the week. 

In Washington, five prostrations 
were reported as the mercury soared 
to 104 at 3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
This mark broke all July records. 
Many bureau chiefs released their 
suffering employees before the offi- 
cial closing time. 

In Albany, N. Y., two deaths were 
caused by the scorching blast. 

In Cleveland three died during the 
day from the equatorial tempera- 
tures, while in Newtof Falls, an ap- 
parently crazed victim of the heat 
shot and killed his wife and two chil- 
dren and then committed suicide.

Accordingly. wken Mrs. Aimee Mc- 
Pherson returned from Mexico to have 
doubt cast upon her tales of terror 
and’ torture at the hands of kid- 
napers, and when the Rev. J. Frank 
Norris pumped four bullets into the 
body of a Texas Babbitt, it seemed 
natural to expect Mencken to stick 
out his tengue and shout *Y-a-a-h” 
and twiddle his forefingers derisively, 
after the manner of a small boy who 
gleefully observes a playmate who 
has just blacked his eye being dragged 


home to be spanked. 

It was not so in Mencken’s case. 
however.

Pay Increase 
In Missouri 


Atlanta firemen and their friends 
are gratified to learn of a recent rul- 
ing of the supreme court of the state 


in salary voted by the people, but 
which was withheld by the city of 


St. Louis, wherein the supreme court 
ruled in favor of the firemen, ac- 
cording to J. B. Lee, member of the 
local fire department. 

“In the June issue of the Inter- 
national Fire Fighter, a monthly pub- 
lication by firemen al! over the United 
States,’ Mr. Lee said, “the following 
lines headed an article in a daily 
paper of St. Louis, June 15, 1926, 
immediately after the state supreme 
court rendered its decision on the 
case of oe Fire Fighters vs. the City 
of St. Louis, Mo.: 

“*The supreme court of the state 
of Missouri orders the board of esti-

“According to the International 
Fire Fighter the firemen of the city 
sought a referendum vote on salary 
increase by the people in an election 
and -vhen the election was carried, 
favoring the increase, the city of St. 
Louis filed an injunction and - car- 
ried the case to the — court, 
but a reverse ruling was handed down 
by the courts. 

“A similar case is now pending in 
the Georgia supreme courts, the dif- 
ference being that the city of ‘Atlanta’ s 
officials have not filed an injunc- 
tion against the salary increase voted 
here December 2, 1925, but an injunc- 
tion was filed by V. E. Green. 

“City council voted Atlanta -fire- 
men an increase in pay in the ap- 
vertionment sheet which was adopted 
in January, but the injunction pre- 
vented the city treasurer stom paying 
the increase.

She 
gave the officers pass keys. When 
Brafman entered the apartment and 
flashed on the lights, four big men 
with revolvers in their fists faced him. 
He was seated and kept silent for five 
hours until Cohen came. 

The detectives found a 12-gauge 
sawed-off shot gun, a .45 caliber re- 
volver and a .32 caliber automatic 
pistol. Cohen admitted the owner- 
ship of this arsenal. 

In hours of questioning, the detec- 
tives were unable to learn what dis- 
position had been made of the loot. 

In the jargon of the criminal, 
Cohen told the detectives he wanted 
to talk to the district attorney. 

“When he hears my song and dance, 
he’ll ship me back to Chicago. ‘The 
prosecuter out there would like to 
see me, I guess, and do some talking 
about the murder of an official out 
there a few weeks ago,” Cohen said 
with a jaunty air.

One dress at a dista’nce 
gives the effect of zig-zag stripes, but 
upon inspection it is seen that this 
is achieved by this new method of 
pleating. 


Russtan Coats for Fall 


Modified Lines Will Dominate 


The lines of the Russian Cossack 
coat, somewhat modified, but taking 
its inspiration directly from the origi: 


nal, are expected to be the ones that 
will dominate the coming season when 
silhouettes have settled into more per- 
manent fixtures. This silhouette, 
which primarily is a full, straight 
line belted with wide wrinkled beit 
and broken by numerous cartridge 
pleatings, the blouse silhouette, the 
bolero, the dolman and a novel effect 
that is called the double coat are the 
outstanding notes of the advance 
showing for fall. 


The bloused line, as it is inter- 
preted for fall, is a much modified 
version of the all-around pouch. It 
appears only in the back in conjunc- 
tion with a straight flat front, and 
frequently is used with’ a dolman 
draping. This dolman draping itseif 
is achieved in various manners, some 
times by the kimono sleeve, by a 
dropped shoulderline cut in a curve, 
or by a shoulder treatment called the 
“half moon shoulder.’’ In one instance. 
a kimono sleeve is used and _ the 
blouse drape of the back is effected 
by darts running downward over the 
hips from the side seams. Another 
manner of making a blouse effect 1s 
shown in a model that has a tiered 
back from a low shoulder yoke, the 
last ier being looped under in_ blouse 
effect. These horizontal tiers are 
graduating and appear only across 
the back. 

The capeline is given treatment 
that implies more a cape sleeve than 
an absolute cape styling. The wide 


wrinkled belt is a favorite touch 
used in connection with the straight, 
the bloused and the bolerg*line. 

The double coat line before spoken 
of might be classed as a- modification 
of the bolero idea, but it is so differ- 
ent that it deserves special classifica- 
tion. The effect is of a two-piece 
suit with long cutaway jacket. In 
one instance this cutaway is so long 
in the back that it touches the hem 
of the undercoat, which is bordered 
with fur, giving the effect of an all 
fur skirt. In another case the cuta- 
way is much shorter all around. 


Fur is the popular’ trimming 
throughout, although there is some use 
of embroidery in dashing effects in 
contrasting colors. Fur collars and 
cuffs are the rule, although their 
Jines show much variation. Sleeves 
are made almost always with a flare, 
and the fur, although in some cases 
it is cut as a regular cuff, usually is‘ 
made a decoration for the flaring 
sleeve. The Queen Anne, combined 
with pouch or shawl collar, and the 
collar that is like a standing lily cup, 
are the two favorite collar trends, and 
there is an illustration of a double 
collar that is interesting. The ouit- 
side collar is made of fur and rises 
high at the back of the throat, con-

tinuing down the front in shawl 
shape. 
up tightly about the throat with an 
embroidered standing fabric collar. 

Broadcloth is a favorite fabric 
throughout, and the furs with short, 
thick pelts, such as fitch and squir- 
rél, are seen on the majority of coats 
shown.

Decisive Battle of Civil War 


Sherman and Johnston Strive for Key of Confederacy 


Fought Here 62 Years Ago 


BY SAM W. SMALL. 

Sixty-two years ago today the 
actually decisive battle of the Uncivil 
War was fought over the eastern en- 
virons of Atlanta—imuch of the battle- 
grounds being now within the limits of 
the greatly expanded city. : 

Sherman, commanding the Union 
armies, was determined to capture and 
cecupy Atlanta. General Johnston, 
leading the Confederates, was as 
fully determined to hold it as the key 
of the Confederacy, the loss of which 
would spell the ruin of the struggling 
and strangling southern republic. 

The South’s Death Wound. 

Here, indeer, was Armageddon— 
rot nearly nine month farther on at 
Appomattox! 

When Sherman had crossed the 
Chattahoochee and felt out Johnston's 
position in and around the city, he 
knew that he must isolate the Con- 
federates and then force them _ to 
abandon their citadel. 

Having, nearly a month_ earlier, 
failed to whip Johnston off Kennesaw 
mountain, and compelled him to quit 
it to defeat a right flank movement 
to cut him off from the river and the 
city, Sherman planned to repeat by 
forcing his right flank around the 
city to the west, to cut the West 
Point and Macon railway lines, and 
drive Johnston out of Atlanta east- 
ward toward Augusta. 

Sherman Is Forewarned. 

Grant, however, wired Sherman 
from Washington he had informa- 
iion from Richmond that the Con- 
federate government had promised 
Johnston to send him 20,000 men from 
the Shenandoah valley forces. Sher- 
man, knowing these reinforcements 
could only reach Johnston in Atlanta 
over the Georgia railroad from <Au- 
gusta, changed his plan of assault and 
siege. He sent an expedition to qut 
the West Point road, but swung the 
main body of his army to the north 
and east to tear up the railroad from 
Decatur as far as Stone Mountain. 

Change of Commanders. 

Johnston, on the 17th, had been 
ordered by wire from Richmond to 
turn over the command of the Con- 
federate forces to General Hood. 
which he promptly did. When Sher- 
man heard of that he fairly shouted 
for joy. To him it meant a quick 
and finish fight, with a certainty that 
eventually Atlanta would be evacuat- 
ed and come into his hands, 

Three days later the things he ex- 
pected began to happen. Hood 
launched the attack at Peachtree creek 
and the battle was indecisive. Sher- 
man, on July 21, pushed his left wing 
under Schofield and Howard further 
toward Decatur, forcing Hood to move 
his forces to the east and south of the 
city. 

On the twenty-second Wheeler was 
gallantly holding Decatur and Hardee's 
corps was in strong line of battle 
from Entrenchment creek, around 
where Grant park now is, and touch- 
ing the Georgia railroad near to Edge- 
wood. The general engagement came 
on rapidly before noon. 

‘Death of McPherson. 

General McPherson, one of the most 
skilful and daring of Sherman’s com- 
manders, rode out from near the Hurt 
house to reconnoiter and, with only 
an orderly attending, ran into Cle- 
burne’s skirmish line. He refused a 
call to surrender and fell mortally 
wounded, dying on the ground east 
of Grant park where an erected can- 
non now serves as his monument. 

Then followed some of the most 
desperate and sanguinary fighting of 
the entire war. Batteries were cap- 
tured and retaken by first one side 
and then the other. The heat of the 
day was terrific and staff and field 
officers of both armies were prostrat- 
ed, while scores of the private soldiers 
died in the lines from sun strokes. 


Death of Walker. 

General William H. T. Walker, of 
Augusta, was killed during the after- 
noon where Fort Walker in Grant 
park now shows its ramparts. 

General Sherman watched and di- 
rected the battle from the Howard 
bouse, where he held headquarters.
